THE UOHKU KTKUGQLE. 


Suppose the trades union movement 


does accomplish its ultimate obierf, that 
of uniting all the workings of" all the 
trades into one compact, body, the re- 
sult will evidently be that the employer 
and capitalist will be compelled to fol- 
low suit; that is, ronibine in such a 
power that can crush them at the firet 
gieat trial of strength. Strikes must 
necessarily fail, if due resistance be 
made, because the immediate effect of 
them is to deprive tbe worker of his 
means of subsistence, and the capitalist, 
especially if combined with other capi- 
talists t_o withstand the strikers, of his 
profit simply. 


For these reasons tiades unions cnn 


never accomplish more than temporary 
relief from the capitalistic1 system; for 
such relief will only be in proportion to 
the amount of organized capital pitted 
against them.

ence is ueeful, as an educator of their 
members in economic science, in prepa- 
ration for the corning "Fourth Estate."

advocated the staking of Muscat grape 


ines tbe year they are eet, and training 
:o one foot or eighteen inches high. The 
prevailing idea IB to keep them as low 
down as possible. The light frost last 
Sunday night demonstrated the fact, be- 
yond a question, that they should be 
staked up. All of my vinea on the East- 
erbv that stand from one to one and one- 
ialf feet high are iiot in the least af- 
fected. Those that were not staked up 
aud left low am more or less iniured. A 
'rost not sufficiently heavy to injure 
fonng tomatoes, beans, corn, sweet pota- 
oes, etc., will tilmust totally destroy tbe 
poiing shoots of the grr.pe. I think very 
low trainin-? a great mistake. 


I would artd that 1 don't think the 


'rost will materially injure our coming 
crop. It is so early that they will send 
forth new shoots. When vines are much 
injured I would advise irrigation imme- 
li:itely to assist new shouts aa early as 
»ossi!>le.

means srill furttier idl« hours for them 
as laborers;, so M to equals; prudnction 
and coiiFumption. 
Under the competi- 


tive system, there is a limit to the jirntit- 
ableness of production, singlo or com- 
bined, owing to the inability nf the con- 
sumer to obtain that which he wishes to 
:onsmne, not bfu.tuse it is not in tho 
[jturket, but because his resources ar-.i 
limited by hisubility or intibility to ob- 
tain the wherewith a=i a producer, orem- 
pluyutcnt an :i laborer, from some pro- 
ducer or manufacturer. This, by Ki-

Enrroit RECI'BUCAN ; Tbe Civil Code 


of California thus defines a nuisance: 


"SECTION 3479. Anything which is aii 


obstruction to tbe free use of property, 
or unlawfully obstructs tbe freu passage 
or u?e, in the customary manner, of any 
public park, square, street or highway 
;" - nuisance." 
jEt. 34SJ. Every successive owner 


of property who neglects to abute ii cou- 
timiin's nuisance uoon, or in tbe use of, 
such property, is liable therefor, in tbe 
same manner as tbe one who iirat cre- 
ated it."

By the Act of March IS, 1835, the City 


Council of each municipality is made 
the especial guardian and protector of 
tbe rights of tbe public iu and to its 
streets and hkhwaye.

tendent of Streets to F.ee that the laws,
